Impressive though the programme 
is, it may turn out to be too miki 
Tt presumes that while foreign cur- 
rency may become scarcer, no acute 
shortage wil develop, that the eco- 
pomy will go on functioning nor- 
mally, that we shall have ample 
time to reform and improve our 
economic performance. 

Actually none of these things can 
be taken as certainties. And the 
best intentioned reform can be sa- 
bofaged by people's imdifference, if 
not opposition.

DISABILITY INSURANCE 


STARTED IN ARRIL 1974 


The National Insurance Law has previously covered only 
disabled persons injured in work accidents or by enemy 
action. Disability insurance — which will cover most dis- 
abled’ persons — now covers those suffering from a chronic 


- WHO is covered by the new law? : 
‘At .this time, the law covers the ‘newly disabled, viz., persons who became disabled 
after March 81, 1970, and disabled persons who. became 18 after September 31, 
1970. (In the Law, ἃ newly disabled person is one who has lost at least 50°: of 
his earning ability as a result of his disability. or as a result of his disability 
fg unable to earn a living). Starting In April 1975, those with a longstanding 
disability wil! be brought into the framework of the iaw In stages. 


WHAT are the rights of the disabled? 

As thie time, the new law provides for two benefits for the disabled: = 

* Monthly allowance amounting to 20% of the average nationa) wage, with additions 

- °° for sponse and the frat three children of the disabled person.

Your National Insurance rights are 
τς dependent on your having paid the dues regularl yl 
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manufacturing capacity. And that 
this required a complete revision 
of the company’s production pat- 
tern. Within a couple of months 
Boeing's manpower was cut to less 
than ἃ quarter. Thousands of salary 
reductions were negotiated, right 
up to top management level. But 
at the same time the concern was 
thoroughly reorganised, whole  in- 
dependent divisions were merged, 
mew working schedules were laid 
down, by 2 special task force 
which was allowed to by-pass di- 
visional chief executives and to dis- 
regard traditional rivalries. 


Dispensable 

In order to save tax, work was 
moved out of handsome new pre- 
mises into dismal old buildings. 
Computer costs were cut ‘to one 
third, after the machines had been 
programmed to assess their own 
efficiency, In 1969, Boeing employ- 
ed about 60 “indirect” people — in 
finance, planning, engineering, in- 
dustrial relations, supervising and 
suchlike jobs — for every 100 pro- 
duction workers. During the mrss- 
ive labour reduction drive, it began 
to lay off all indirect people who 
could be in any way dispensed with. 


“During thia period" — Jack 
Steiner, Boeing's head, recently told 
the “Sunday Times" — “we quit 


mowing the lawn, quit weeding the 
flower heds and supplied barely 
enough water even to keep the 
shrubs alive. We studied the wash- 
rooms to make unnecessary plumb- 
ing facilities unavailable, and there- 
fore not subject to cleaning. We 
were quite ruthless, and in this case 
quit scrubbing the lavatory floors 
until a good case of fungus 
‘appeared.” 

Probably most people in this 
country will find the Americans’ 
ruthless approach indecent, and 
thelr penny-pinching ludicrous.
